The 
promises  of  God,  such  aa  Isaiah  E>0  15,  Jefemiah 
33:3,  Phiilipians  4:9,  gnd  Mart  11:24,  greatly

Ik  bur  denominational  Rife."  Most  of  the  speak¬ 
ers  have  exausted  the  superlatives  of  the  vo- 
fabulary  In  saying  tl(ait  the  denominational 
Ik'P  er  is  Indispensable;  that  the  power  of  the 
Dtrijated  page  Is  the  greatest  force  in  civilization

inconsistent  with  good  business  priuciples,  to 
make  Us  paper  the  beniflclary  oi.  its  lumls  on 
the  sante  basis  as  its  other  institutions.  In  so 
doing,  It  would  be  following  In  reality  the  only 
Wise  business  course,  for  the  paper  ‘is  the  one 
agency  Upon  which  it  depends  tor  putting  on 
Campaigns  for  the  sollciation  of  fuuds  for  i(s 
Other  institutions.  It  is  largely  through  the  edu¬ 
cational  facilities  afforded  in  the  denomination¬ 
al  paper  that  these  other  institutions  gain  the 
support  Of  the  people.  For  that  reason  alone  the 
paper  should  stand  firmly  on  a  good  foundatioh, 
unharrssed  by  financial  difficulties.  It  is  a  good 
policy  for  Interested  parties  to  strengthen  (n 
every  Way  possible  their  champion.  The  denom¬ 
inational  paper  is  the  protagonist  of  every 
Single  denominational  cause  and  interest.  It  is 
their  tojol.  In  the  building  of  a  great  structure, 
shall  we  depend  on  cheap  tools  because  we  have 
put  so  |*,uch  money  already  In  the  building  ma¬ 
terials?!  The  Initial  and  most  Important  ex¬ 
pense  should  be  Incurred  for  the  tools. 

Every  board,  every  sanitarium,  every  college 
,|n  the  #outh,  could  better  afford  to  take  one- 
, tenth  of  its  total  income  and  give  it  as  a  fre  ■ 
gift  to  ‘.the  denominational  papers  to  give  thejm 
added  Strength  as  great  putdiclty  and  educa¬ 
tional  organs,  making  them  more  efficient 
spokesmen  for  their  causes  lather  than  see 
them  bUrsue  their  present  course  of  struggle 
for  existence.  Such  a  struggle  dem  ind£  curtail¬ 
ment;  (bat  curtailment  is  at  the  sacrifice  pf 
journalistic  standards:  the  papers  must  suf¬ 
fer  in  duality;  thus  their  influence  is  limited. 
But  the)  (denominational  causes  vvhch  the  paptjrs 
represent  are  the  real  losers,  not  the  papers 
jlhemselVtes. 

The  Chief  problem  with  the  denominational 
.papers  is  circulation.  Their  circulation  is  pqor 
kempared  wth  the  great  Baptist  constituency.  It 
ds  wors«|  fhan  poor  when  compared  with  the  cir¬ 
culations  of  the  secular  newspapers  and  popular 
magazines.  The  last  twenty  years  has  seen  a 
marvelous  growth  of  newspapers  and  mag  zincs, 
with  circulations  reaching  into  the  millions. 
Soch  circulations,  of  course,  are  impossible  with 
a  newspaper  appealing  to  a  limited  constituency, 
.such  as  a  denominational  organ.  Hut  its  ca¬ 
lculation  should  at  least  be  comparable  on  a 
proportionate  basis  with  these  other  publica¬ 
tions.  \ifhy  is  it  that  such  a  comparison  wotfld 
be  unfavorable  to  the  denominational  paper? 

The  reply  to  that  question  reverts  back  to 
.  finances.  The  secret  oj  the  growth  of  these  otlfer 
publications  is  that  they  have  had  the  financial 
backing  |to  go  into  the  market  and  buy  the  best 
product  of  the  well-known  writers;  they  have 
made  tlfeir  papers  attractive  by  the'  lavish  use 
;of  cuts,  Iprinted  on  good  paper.  Money  has  been 
no  consideration  with  them.  The  important 
thing  wins  to  get  what  the  people  would  bejln- 
terested  in  reading  and  presenting  it  to  th|em 
,•  in  such  a  way  they  would  have  to  read  it.  Sijich 
a  journalistic  course  has  been  closed  to  the  de¬ 
nominational  papers  because  they  did  not  have 
the  mogejy.  It  is  no  reflection  on  our  papers!  or 
|  their  editors.  They  have  done  what  they  cotfld. 
The  editors,  many  of  them,  have  been  men  wjtth 
as  keefi  appreciation  of  news  values  as  tlfelr 
brother  editors  on  secular  publications.  But  the 
denominational  paper  has  not  been  able  crjed- 
itably  fo  compete  with  papers  that  could  pay 
.  $500  fir  a  good  feature,  where  they,  because!  of 
financial  exigencies,  have  had  to  publish  the 
it  free  contributions  of  persons  who  "wanted,  to 
see  their  name  In  print.’  j 

The  ability  to  buy  the  best  product  of  tbjese 
outstanding  writers  has  brought  increased  jclr- 
culatlon  fo  theBe  papers.  Increased  circulation 
has  brought  Increased  revenues  from  advertis¬ 
ing.  Increased  revenues  have  enabled  further 
Improvements  and  greater  attractiveness.  Thus 
today  we  have  great  national  magazines  that 
are  organs  of  great  social  and  political  Influence. 
There  Is  not  a  parallel  case  In  the  field  of  re- 
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If  the  denominstlon  were  st  once  to  give 
sufficient  backing  to  Its  official  paper*  that 
would  enable  th4m  lo  pursue  a  policy  of  good 
pournalistlc  Initiative,  somewhat  on  the  same 
lines  that  the  magazines  do,  Baptists  could  soon 
have  papers  wltlji  a  circulation  at  least  double 
what  they  have  piowj,  and  they  would  occupy  a 
position  of*  prestige!  that  would  command  the 
respect  of  their  secular  contemporaries. 

Without  blaming  anyone  In  particular,  It  Is 
true  that  the  denomination  during  the  years  has 
been  following  a  penurious  and  tight-fisted  pol¬ 
icy  in  regard  to  )ta  papers  and  Its  writers.  This 

Is  nothing  less  t|(an  jdenoroinational  short-sight¬ 
edness  and.  has  cjxac^ed  a  great  price  In  the  past 
and  will  continilie  t*  do  so  in  the  future. 

We  have  been  unable  to  make  the  rewards  of 
writing  large  enough  to  enable  our  greatest 
writers  to  leavd  behind  them  the  products  of 
thel  rhralns  in  l}(>ok*  and  papers.  Men  have  to 
live.  Our  denominational  leaders  are  no  excep¬ 
tion  to  this  faetj.  Td  earn  their  livelihood  they 
have  served  the  denomination  In  exacting  exec¬ 
utive  and  administrative  eapaclt’es.  This  left 
no  tme  for  writ|pg.  though  many  of  them  were 
great  writers.  T^itey  (pave  passed  away,  and  with' 
them  has  passe<|  thfe  opportunity  of  preserving 
for  oncoming  generations  the  great  lessons  they 
could  have  given  us  in  their  published  works. 
It  is  a  trend  In  the  right  direction  for  two  of 
our  outstanding  ;lay|jnen,  klr.  M.  H.  Wolfe  and 
Mr.  R.  E.  Burt,  tjo  hjave  made  It  possible  for  Dr 
J.  (M.  Carroll  to  devote  his  entire  time  to  writing 
a  history  of  Tex^s  Baptists, 

To  continue  sjich  a  policy  of  false  economy  in 
the  rewar  dof  wjritors  will  exact  a  far  greater 
loss  in  the  futurp  than  hag  been  sustained  in  the 
past,  though  thbt  If  great  enough.  In  the  col¬ 
leges  and  univefeitips  today  there  are  brilliant 
young  men  studying  In  schools  of  Journalism 
Many  of  them  ape  baptists.  They  are  young  fel¬ 
lows  who  know  thslt  at  the  top  of  the  writing 
profession  there  ape  great  rewards  and  audl 
ences  of  million^  otl  people  for  their  writings.  1 
yearn  for  the  depgottlnatlon  to  put  on  such  a  pro¬ 
gram  In  the  JotifnaJIstlc  field  as  will  challenge 
the  life  of  some  of  these  young  men.  Possibly 
we  can  never  hplt|j  out  the  pecuniary  Induce¬ 
ments  that  the  segular  papers  can,  but  some 
kind  of  poltcy  ohght  to  be  adopted  as  would  as 
sure  the  young  piat)  who  did  give  his  life  to  re 
ligious  journalism  a  good  living,  and  at  the 
same  time,  under  |uch  a  pollcv.great  religious 
journals  would  jhe  (developed  that  would  make 
one  feel  he  wag  reaching  out  Into  a  great  circle 
of  influence  In  frritjing  for  those  publications.

Evo¬ 
lution,  like  all  other  atheistic  scientific  teach¬ 
ings.  wholly  Ignores  the  Bible  account  of  crea¬ 
tion,  and  seeks  o  destroy  faith  In  the  Bible  »§ 
a  divine  revelation,  and  leaves  God  as  S  great 
first-cause  entirely  out  of  the  account. 

Our  children  do  rtbt  need  to  stndy  In  the  name

We  do  not  need  to  waste  time  studying  vagaries 
and  uncertainties,  when  there  are  so  many  real¬ 
ities  to  be  kngwn.  It  Is  unfortunate  for  the 
world  Chat  tbers  are  so  many  people  In  It  who 
know  too  mucl ,  yrh°.  a*  ,osh  Billings  would 
sap,  "Know  tot  m«ch  that  ain’t  so.”  There  Is 
enough  truth^  proven  truth,  to  occupy  our  time 
and  best  taleint!.  Life  Is  too  short  to  half-way 
learn  and  apprcprlate  all  the  proven  truth. 

I  am  quite  willing  for  others.  If  they  so 
chose,  to  go  to  the  toological  gardens  to  find 
i  heir  ancestors,  but  I  prefer  to  go  to  the  gsrden

It  Is  even  more  desirable  fhat  you 
look  after  the  kind  of  Intellectual  food  they  re¬ 
ceive.  i: 

Somg  years  ago  I  was  looking  through  a  text 
book  o#  physiology,  then  being  taught  In  the 
Oxford]  High  School.  I  noticed  fhat  It  taught 
evolution.  I  called  the  children’s  attention  to  It 
and  captioned  them  against  that  error.  Perhaps 
there  Were  parents  who  did  not  know  their 
children  were  studying  a  book  (hat  taught  rank 
atheism:  for  such  Is  evolution. 

Recently  I  have  been  looking  through  the 
text-boftk  now  being  used  In  the  depaYtment  of 
Blolog*  In  the  University  and  find  that  evolu¬ 
tion  la  taught  In  this  book  even  more  openly 
than  la  the  other  book  referred  to.  The  question 
naturally  came  to  my  mind:  “Do  those  who 
supporjt  the  University  by  their  taxes  and  patron¬ 
age.  k»ow  that  their  boya  and  girls  are  being 
taught]  this  hurtful  error  in  this  institution?”

A  single  page  In  this  old  book  will  brush  away 
the  cob-webs  of  doubt  and  uncertainty,  which 
have  been  produced  by  atheistic  teaching,  under 
the  disguise  of  science,  and  leave  the  mind 
perfectly  clear.  Why  not  use  It  until  someone 
writes  a  text-book  that  will  teach  our  boys 
and  girls  the  simple  truth  about  the  beginnings 
of  t lings.

The  Sunday 
jSohoo'  Is  a  training  camp,  training  in  essential 
If  or  life  now  and  eternity  later,  those  who  are 
from  the  cradle  to  the  grave.  There  is  not  one 
'.period  of  life  Which  has  been  ommitted  in  the 
scope  of  adaptability.  Just  as  every  training 
camp  needs  trained  officers  to  run  the  Institu¬ 
tion  so  must  the  Sunday  School  have  trained  of¬ 
ficers. 

From  whence  come  these  officers?  Except¬ 
ing  a  few  who  have  had  opportunity  to  take 
(special  study  in  seminaries,  our  officers  c« 
largely  then,  from  our  adult  classes.  Yo4,  who 
are  Sunday  8chool  superintendents,  know  how 
one  can  plead  Inability,  lack  of  training,  etc., 
when  asekd  to  become  a  teacher  of  a  class. 

We  are  meeting  the  situation  like  this.  About 
three  months  ago  our  Library  was  begun.  We 
had  sufficient  funds  to  purchase  a  nice  case 
which  would  hold  about  three  hundred  volumes 
as  we  now  have,  and  the  Initial  volumea  were 
gladly  given  by  Individual  members  of  the 
school,  and  are:

"Plans  and  Programs.” 

And  as  a  Christmas  gift  we  received  "The 
Story  of  the  Other  Wise  Man".  The  ten  books 
first  listed  above,  will  cost  *9.20  and  the  last 
listed  75  cents  additional.  The  ten  have  a  dis¬ 
tinct  place  In  the  Sunday  School  and  the  writer 
holds  the  opinion  that  they  should  be  included 
In  Group  I  of  Library  Sets,  and  the  groups 
completed  with  the  other  optional  books  for  any 
seal  In  the  King’s  Teacher  Study  Course. 

We  believe  that  Group  I!  should  consist  of  all 
the  books  offered  In  the  post-graduate  course 
for  our  teachers.  With  these  books  on  hand  and 
a  superintendent  awake  to  the  situation,  the 
source  of  equipped  teachers  can  be  had  rfom 
the  Sunday  School  through  its  Library.

1.  A  liwk  of  Information.  There  la 

great  danger  that  we  are  neglect¬ 
ing  to  keeil  ottf-  people  informed.

a.  The  Peril  Of  Complacency.  There 
Is  great  dangfer  of  our  allowing  the 
Campaign  to  utterly  fall  In  our 
churches  by  :  a  complacent  feeling 
that  the  thinir  has  alread  been  ac¬ 
complished,  since  we  made  such  glor¬ 
ious  pledges.  A  complacent  feeling 
of  Indifference  will  kill  any  move¬ 
ment. 

■t.  The  Peril  of  I<ax  leadership. 
Many  situations  have  become  dis¬ 
couraged  and  whipped  and  defeated 
because  our  leaders  have  failed  to 
do  their  duty,  pushing  the  collections 
week  by  -  week,  month  by  month, 
keeping  up  the  spirit  of  the  people, 
keeping  their  minds  on  the  great 
movement,  and  are  endangered  un¬ 
less  the  leadership  is  strong  and 
virile  and  aggressive  In  every  phase. 

4.  Probably  our  Greatest  Peril  Is 
Pound  In  Iho  Loose  Organization  in 
Many  of  our  Churches.  The  hard 
times  would  not  have  affected  us 
as  they  have  In  short  collections  If 
our  people  had  put  on  at  once  In  our 
churches  the  budget  system  of  paying 
•egularly  week  by  week  or  month 
by  month  their  Campaign  obliga- 
gallons.  Here  lies  great  danger  to  all 
the  vital  Interests  of  the  Campaign. 

.1.  The  Peril  of  Heretical  Teach¬ 
ings.  Them  are  many  rumors  and 
wild  criticisms  In  some  sections  con¬ 
cerning  curtain  heretical  teachings 
In  some  o4  our  Institutions.  Whom¬ 
ever  these  brltlclsms  have  been  based 
on’  facts  cjur  people  will  see  to  it 
that  the  iijerietlcal  teachings  are  re¬ 
moved. 

H.  The  Peril  of  the  Critical  Mln<l. 
All  of  our  people  need  to  avoid  the 
critical  mihd  and  our  critics  should 
he  cautlonbt)  see  that  their  crlt- 
itvlBlns  are  based  on  facts  and  not 
on  rumors.  The  psychology  of  the 
whole  world;  Is  now  critical.  Every 
individual  of  responsibility  and  every 
Institution  of;  Importance  Is  under 
fire.  God’s  people  should  be  sane 
and  avoid  the  peril  and  destructive¬ 
ness  of  Wild,  misinformed,  consci¬ 
enceless  criticism.  The  Bplrit  of  our 
people  should  be  held  to  the  main, 
greater  matter  and  not  allowed  to 
he  sidetracked  on  small  Issues. 

7.  The  Peril  of  I»p-sldo<l  and  Non 
Co-operation.
